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During the past year we have lost but one teacher. Miss Cora 
A. Rollins. who had had charge of our upper grammar school since 
before the incorporation of the town. The vacancy thus caused 
was fillel by the promotion of Miss Flagg; Miss Ashley was trans- 
ferred to the grades previously taught by Miss Flagg and Miss 
Ellen P. Low of Gloucester, Mass., elected to the So. Hopedale 
school. The results thus far have been very satisfactory, and we 
feel justified in saying that our schools were never in better work- 
ing condition. At the middle of the fall term Miss Barrows was 
obliged to ask for a leave of absence on account of ill health. 

Miss Bancroft took charge of the building for the remainder 
of the vear. Miss Anna L. Foster was first secured as a _ substi- 
tute teacher; at the end of the first month she received an _ election 
to a permanent position, but we were again fortunate in securing 
a teacher of experience in Miss Clara I. Sanger, who completed 
the term. Miss DoraG. Knight very kindly assisted with the 
Greek recitations until the arrival of an assistant who could teach 
this study. All these ladies showed ability to handle their respective 
classes, and the scholars made the average amount of progress 
in all branches. 

The lack of competent supervision has long been felt in our 
drawing department. Prior to the incorporation of the town, our 
pupils had had the benefit of the Milford special teacher in draw- 
ing. It was thought best, beginning with the fall term, to place 
this work under some one who had given the subject careful study 
and preparation; and accordingly, Miss Lura B. Bancroft was 
elected to fill the position. She gives the actual lesson once each 
week and prepares the work for the lessons given by the regular 
teachers. The children have shown marked improvement since the 
adoption of this plan. 

For the first time our report shows a full year’s expense in 
running the new high school building, and the amounts for care 
and fuel are considerably increased thereby. Last winter having 
been remarkably mild, it is reasonable to suppose that less fuel 
was consumed than would be the case in a winter of more severity. 
An examination of the chimneys at the grammar school building 


| 7 
showed them to be in dangerous condition, and they were taken. 
down to the ceiling of upper story and rebuilt. As there was no 
way to reach the attic in this building, and in case of fire it would 
be a very important matter, we have had a stairway constructed 
and part of the room covered with a cheap floor. 

An opportunity having presented itself to obtain the material 
for grading the east side of school yard simply for the expense of 
carting, it was thought a favorable time to have the work done. 
The loam was removed and, with what had been done before, 
several thousand loads of material filled in. The loam was then 
replaced and the surface carefully oraded in accordance with plan 
furnished by Mr. Warren H. Manning, of Brookline, Mass. A 
drain was laid to take the surface water, and we expected to have 
had the ground seeded early in the fall, but continued rains so 
interfered with the work that this part is left over until next sea- 
son. When completed our scholars will have an ample and attrac- 
tive playground, which is much needed with a school of this size. 
including, as it does, children of so many different ages. The 
expense of this improvement will come out of the 1891 appro- 
priations. | 

A concrete walk has been laid on the High School premises, and 
we hope that the town will extend the concrete sidewalk near the 
highway to connect therewith the present year. The Grafton & 
Upton Railroad Co. has thus far failed to carry out its part of the 
agreement in regard to the land damage on High School grounds. 
The subject has been repeatedly called to their attention, and we 
have asked to have an article inserted in the warrant for the coming 
town meeting under which suitable action can be taken to preserve 
the rights of the town. It is a matter of regret that there should 
be so long a delay, as it is impossible to finish these grounds until 
we know what is to be done by the railroad company. While it 
may be a difficult matter to compel them to keep their agreement, 
there is no doubt a large pecuniary award can be obtained by 
appeal to the proper tribunal. 

The new High School building proves all that was expected in 


its various appointments. The heating and ventilating apparatus 
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work satisfactorily. The cabinet for minerals haying been filled, 
we have added to the shelf room, aud are again ready to receive 
donations from our friends for this department. 

Our thanks are due to Mr. Joseph B. Renshaw for fine speci- 
mens of. different varieties of coal, to Warner & Swasey of 
Cleveland, Ohio, for a fine picture of the Lick telescope, for which 
they built the mechanical work, and to F. J. Dutcher for various 
minerals. A book case has been provided for the recitation room, 
giving much needed space for the numerous books required in this 
part of the building. During the winter term, the pupils of the 
High School gave an entertainment in the Town Hall, the proceeds 
of which were dedicated to the purchase of apparatus for the 
laboratory. 

Having had trouble in heating the rooms in the Grammar build- 
ing. and becoming satisfied that the difficulty was with the furnaces, 
we have tried an experiment in re-setting them that promises well 
thus far. As this work was done in 1891, and has not been fully 
tested, further particulars are left for the next report. 


Owing to the large amount of sickness prevalent the past year, 
the average attendance is a little below that of 1889. As measles 
and whooping cough have numbered a large percentage of the 
cases, we are perhaps fortunate that it is no worse. There has been 
less truancy than usual; perhaps on account of having made an 
example of the worst case, who was sentenced to the Lowell 
truant school early in May for one year. 

At the last session of the Legislature, the law in regard to 
school attendance was changed, so that children between the ages 
of 8 and 14 must now attend school thirty weeks during the year. 

Another act provides that ‘‘In all the public schools of the 
Commonwealth the last regular session prior to Memorial Day, or 
a portion thereof. shall be devoted to exercises of a patriotic 
nature.” 

We again repeat certain laws in regard to contagious diseases, 
etc. ? 

Chapter 47, section 9, of the Revised Statutes, states that 


. 
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‘The school committee shall not allow a child who has not been 
duly vaccinated to be admitted to, or connected with, the public 
schools.” 

The following act was passed in 1885: 

‘The school committee shall not allow any pupil to attend the 
public schools while any member of the household to which such 
pupil belongs is sick of small pox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever, or 
during the period of two weeks after the death, recovery or 
removal of such sick person, and any person coming from such 
household shall be required to present to the teacher of the school 
the pupil desires to attend, a certificate from the attending physician 
or Board of Health of the facts necessary to entitle him to admis- 
sion in accordance with the above regulation.” 

The regulation of the committee relative to the admission of 
children who have not before attended school, provides that such 
scholars are received only during the first two weeks of the Spring 
and Fall terms, at which time new classes are formed. Other child- 
ren may be admitted at any time upon application to the com- 
mittee. 

Arrangements have been made with the Hopedale Machine 
Company to have a storm signal struck upon the shop bell in-ease 
of very severe weather necessitating a close of schools. The signal 
is four strokes of the bell repeated four times with a short interval 
between each four, making sixteen strokes in all. 


If the signal is given at a quarter past eight, there will be no 
school for the forenoon; if at half-past eleven, no afternoon 
session. 

As regards the needs of the different buildings, the High School- 
house is in good repair as far as known, and will probably require 
but little attention the coming season. The South Hopedale build- 
ing needs a coat of paint, a better place for storing coal and wood, 
which could be easily secured by an ell in the rear, thereby making 
available the space in front for closets for books, supplies and 
apparatus. It should also be provided with better means of ven- 
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tilation, which can be accomplished by a jacketed stove and addi- 
tional flue for exit of foul air. The Grammar building needs 
painting badly ; a new floor in second story, new shingling on the 
west side and better ventilation; the grounds east of this building 
should be seeded as soon as practicable, and thus rendered of use 
to the children. 

Our receipts from the state are now fifty dollars per annum less 
than heretofore, on account of increase in our taxable valuation ; 
our receipts for tuition were much less in 1890 than the year be- 
fore, and will be very little indeed in 1891. In case a bill now 
pending in the Legislature is passed, our share of income from 
state school fund will be still further reduced. In view of the 
above conditions, we recommend an appropriation of $6000 for 
the year 1891.

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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE HOPEDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This, the fifth report, covers the year 1890. At the annual meet- 
ing of the town held March 5rd, 1890, two members of this Board 
were elected—Mr. Alenza T. Gifford for three years, Mr. Irving F. 
Ross for one year, to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Frank S. Hay- 
ward, resigned. A meeting of the Trustees was held March 4th, 
1890, at which Mr. A. T. Gifford was elected chairman. Mr. F. 
H. French was re-elected as secretary and librarian, and was in- 
structed to continue the general management of the library as before. 

The sum of $800 was appropriated by the town, together 
with such sum as might be returned to the town by the County 
from the dog tax. By reference to the fourth report of this depart- 
ment, it will be seen that we carried over nearly two hundred dol- 
lars from former years; with this, and the expense of additional 
book-cases, both in the library proper and reading room, which 
amounted to “$82.48, the sum available for other than the regular 
running expenses has been small. In consequence of this, the 
addition of new books has not been as large as we could wish. 

With the present year’s appropriation as large as last. we shall 
be able to free the department from al! indebtedness, and hereafter 
have the entire amount appropriated to expend in that year. 

There has been a marked improvement in the quality of the 
reading during the past year, a decrease of 7 per cent. in fiction. 
This has been largely due to the addition of magazines and the 
other periodicals to the library and reading room; any and all of 
them being available to card-holders to take for home reading, as 
soon as the next number has been received, thereby giving to the 
people an opportunity of reading articles of the best writers upon 
subjects of interest to all. This we believe to be a very important 
step, for by placing this class of reading matter within the reach of 
the young people of the town, much may be done to mould and 
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shape the minds and opinions of those that are soon to assume the 
management of affairs and carry on the business of the country. 
Among the donations to the Library the past year was a very fine 
complete bound set of the American Architect and Building News, 
from the Dutcher Temple Co. and Mr. F. J. Dutcher. This is a 
most important addition to the list of reference books, containing 
matter of especial interest not only to those contemplating building, 
but all interested in beautifying their homes and rendering them 
more healthy and convenient. It will be necessary to elect one 
member of this board for three years, at the next annual meeting 
of the town. The Trustees wish to thank all those who have dona- 
ted books to the Library, or by suggestions and information 
assisted them. We hope the people will keep a list of books 
which they may learn of during their readings and send them in to 
the librarian with any suggestions in regard to them. The Trus- 
tees recommend the sum of $800 be appropriated for the coming 
year. All of which is respectfully submitted.
